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Canadian Pacific Air Lines 


The Rt. Hon. C.D. Howe makes a ges- 
ture of belated justice when he announces 
that his former policy of breaking up the 
Canadian Pacific Air Lines has now been 
amended to permit the system which 15 in 
operation today to continue. The TCA and 
CPA will function together to give the coun: 
try a co-or linated service 

It will be remembered that some three 
years ago it was announced that a new ai! 
policy would be inaugurated which would 
Separate the Canadian railroads from any 
control of air transport, This, of course, in- 
volved divorcing the CNR from the TCA 


but since both were government-owned, no 
great difficulty was seen in that case. 

The proposed dissolution of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Air Lines, on the contrary, was 
a more serious matter because that service 
had been extended to remote parts of the 
country that depended, and had to depend, 
upon these established lines. In fact, the CPA 
had functioned as an extension and continu- 
ation of the bush pilot pioneering structure, 
and the development of entire communities 
had been based on the service extended by 
the Air Lines. 

This suggested policy imposed a hard- 
ship upon the Canadian Pacific Railway 
which had been put to the expense of pioneer- 
ing an air service without enjoying any of 
the profits. The greatest hardship, however, 
was inflicted upon the communities which 
the CPA had been designed to serve 

Mr. Howe points out that only financially 
powerful companies can adequately under- 
take the required air service. He quite 
correct in his comment that these companies 
are entitled to some assurance of security

Orderly Immigration 

A committee of the Canadian senate has 
brought in a report on immigration which is 
worth close study. 

The committee recommends, first, that an 
active policy of selective immigration be est- 
ablished for both agricultural and industrial 
workers and that Canadian immigration of- 
fices be set up overseas at an early date 

It further recommends that surveys should 
be made in Europe to discover the best places 
from which Canada can draw the type of im- 
migrants she requires and that surveys 
should also be made in this country to deter- 
mine the actual facts with regard to oppor- 
tunities for agricultural and industrial ab- 
sorption of new families. 

These are exceedingly practical suggestions 
and most Canadians will endorse them once 
a case has been made out that Canada can 
provide a living for new settlers without jeo- 
pardizing the welfare of present citizens 

If we are to have immigration at all. it 
should be orderly immigration, based on a 
full knowledge of the facts and upon a most 
carefully selected type of immigrant. In this 
connection there are three cardinal points to 
be borne in mind 


1. That there must be definite and specific 


ideas of what is to be done with the new 
people once they are here. The survevs Sug- 
gested by the senate committee should take 


care of that 


2. That immigrants must be assimilable, 
that is to say, they must be prepared to be- 
come real Canadians, speaking our language 


and adopting the Canadian way of life and 
thought 

That a vital part of any immigration 
policy is the follow-up once new settlers az 
in the count In other words, there must 
be exten en er t ee that in ral 
ts are being assimi ed, are learning our 
language ire becomil ( idians—-and not 
dividing off int i ted ¢ Lunitie of 
their own to perp it th ind 
oms and feuds of their native lands 

It should be hy nde ood in re 

spect f any imn ition policy that the re 
establishment of the nen and women who 
served in the war the first char upon the 
country and that 1ese m¢ and women 
Should have irst choice of any advantages 
opening up There is nothing, however, to 
Suggest that immigration has any particular 
influence on the number of Canadians who get 


jobs or find opportunities for themselves in 
business 

On the contrary, during the great immi- 
gration movements of the early part of the 


century, native Canadians appear to have en- 


joyed greater opportunities than they have 
had since: 
Of course, the country was then going 


through a period of expansion. But there is 
no reason why Canada should not be entering 
another period of expansion. Nothing pre- 
vents Canada from expanding except refusal 
to accept the fact that unlimited and uninter- 
rupted production is the only way to prosper- 
ity 

With maximum production, Canada can 
well afford to a good many more than her pre- 


sent 12,000,000 people a good and substantial 
living 

Heavier Penalties 

The police commission of Calgary is to he 


congratulated upon its recommendation that 


stiffer penalties be established for sex offend- 
ers 


This type of crime is increasing clear across} 


the Dominion. And fines and jail sentences 
do not appear to be having much effect in 
curbing it. 

The Calgary police commission apparently 
has in mind some of the more drastic punish- 
ments in the code such as the lash. This 
would be highly appropriate. But there is a 
form of treatment that woula .e more appro- 
priate and probably more effective. 

We refer to a term of committal to a mental 
hospital where the moral and intellectual (if 
any) reactions of these persons could be stud- 
ied at length 

The only drawback to such a course would 
be the reluctance of any honest lunatic to ass- 
ociate with degenerate types. But possibly a 
form of isolation could be arranged. 

This tvpe of offence is increasing beyond 
bounds. Something drastic must be 
to cope with it.

Canadian Money Abroad 


Canadian travelers who have returned 
from the United States are not. enthusiastic 
over the way Canadian money is received in 
that country 

Despite the parity of currencies, all sorts 
of high and unjustified premiums are being 
charged on Canadian money and, particular- 
ly at border points where there is a quantity 
of Canadian money in clrculation,a rather vic- 
ious form of exploitation is practiced on those 
Canadians who have not taken the precaution 
of securing sufficient United States funds be- 
fore crossing the border. 

Even some of the smaller banks in the Un- 
ited States are said to discount Canadian 
funds heavily and are not anxious to have 
such funds because of the trouble of handling 
it. 

This, of course is nothing new. The diffic- 
ulty has always existed, to a point, and lar- 
gely because such a comparatively small 
volume of Canadian money finds its way 
across the border that it is not familiar to the 
shopkeepers and because it causes extra work 
in banks. 

One would think, however, that if the Am- 
erican people are interested in the Canadian 
tourist business they would facilitate this ex- 
change if only for reasons of courtesy. 

Meanwhile, the Canadian proposing to visit 
the United States would do well to secure an 
ample supply of American money before leav- 
ing this country.
